The  1942  edition  of  the  Delta  State  basketball  team  finished  the  season  with  a 
record  of  17  games  won  and  18  lost.  As  a  finale  to  the  regular  season,  the  States- 
men were  invited  to  participate  in  bcth  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  Tournament  and  the  National 
Intercollegiate  Tournament  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year. 

The  Delta  Statesmen  were  represented  this  year  by  a  squad  of  1 1  players  and 
Coach  A.  D.  Dickson.  Captain  Paul  Kilcullen  led  the  Deltans  into  their  battles  this 
season.     He  made  a  capable  and  talented  leader. 

Delta  State  won  10  out  of  13  S.  I.  A.  A.  conference  games,  including  the  games 
played  in  the  tournament,  then  they  won  second  place  in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.,  the  first 
time  that  a  Delta  State  team  has  won  that  honor. 

The  Deltans,  in  their  25  games,  made  a  total  of  1,107  points  for  the  season  for 
an  overage  of  44.3  per  game,  while  their  opponents  made  a  total  of  930  points  for 
on  average  of  37.2  points  per  game. 

In  the  National  Tournament,  the  Statesmen  were  eliminated  in  the  first  round  by 
the  count  of  39-35  by  their  opponents  from  Luther  College  of  Decorah,   Iowa.
